TAMPA, Fla., Dec. 8.—(#)—Two 
pilots of the refueling ship to the 
Sealdsweet of Florida, endurance 
plane, were killed here this morning 
as their plane crashed in a take-off 
with 80 gallons of fuel for the other 
plane which was forced down about 
15 minutes later, causing minor in- 
juries to both occupants, 

FE. A. Dempsey and Stanley Smith, 
of St. Louis, were burned to death in 
the refueling plane which caught fire 
as it crashed. 

R. W. Schrock, of St. Louis, and 
Leonard Carrothers, of Cedar Rapids, 
lowa, suffered minor injuries as they 
attempted a forced landing with the 
endurance plane the Sealdsweet of 
Florida near Kissimmee, Fla., in a

SS ieport authorities were unableto 
explain the cause of the refueling 
ship's crash. 

e Sealdsweet of Florida was prac- 
tically out of gas when the refueling 
ship took off to replenish it and the 
pilots after ey, | the crash sought 
unsuccessfully to bring their craft to 
earth, but crashed into a woods. The 
Sealdsweet took fire, but Carothers 
and Schrock were able to crawl to 
safety. 

The Sealdsweet took off yesterday 
at 10:53:15 a. m. for the tenth time 
to seek a new refueling endurance 
mark. Numerous minor difficulties 
had caused the pilots to land on pre- 
vious attempts, but after more than 
©3 hours in the air, the ship seemed 
to be flying perfectly. 

Both planes were flying in a heavy 
fog and both were burned, 

The Sealdsweet, up since yesterday 
morning, made its last circle over the 
city this morning about 7 o'clock, 
with gasoline in its tanks to last three 
hours, and at 9:30 Dempsey and 
Smith took off with 50 gallons of 
gasoline in the refueling plane to find 
it and replenish its tanks. 

Bursts in Flames. 

Their heavily loaded ship roared 
down the runway and turned over on 
ite left wing just as it skirted the 
edge of the flying field on its at- 
tempt to gain altitude. It burst into 
flames immediately and its two pilots 
were trapped in the cabin. They 
were killed instantly. 

Within 15 minutes the Sealdsweet, 
groping in the fog with its fuel run- 
ning low, “pancaked” into a pine tree | 
in a dense wood seven miles out of | 
Kissimmee and slid to the ground. | 
Its pilots squirmed out of the cabin 
eal in time to escape the flames 
that consumed the ship. Carothers 
suffered a crushed hand in the land- 
ing and Schrock received slight cuts | 
and bruises. They walked into Kis- | 
simmee and were treated there in a 
physician's office.

FUZZY WOODRUFF 
PAID LAST TRIBUTE 


'Military Funeral for Be- 


loved Newspaperman 
as Friends Mourn His 
Passing. 


A bereaved family wept. Newspa- 
permen, tear-eyed, stood with heads 
Uniformed Legion- 
naires were at attention. From a 
bugle came loud and clear and true 
the sad notes of taps. To Fuzzy 
Woodruff in life it had been a fa- 
vorite lullaby. In death, Sunday aft- 
ernoon, it was his requiem. 

As the last shrill note went out 
over the beautiful windswept expanse 
of Crest Lawn cemetery the body of 
Fuzzy, prince of newspapermen, was 
lowered to its final resting place. The 
man who had known and had loved 
the beauties of life had all that is 
beautiful in death. 

As was Fuzzy, so was his funeral, 
dignified and impressive, yet with the 
note of simplicity predominant. 

To St. Luke's Episcopat§ church 
there came a funeral party drawn 
from every walk of life. Lorenzo Fer- 
guson Woodruff, dean of the south's 
newspaper offices, had his friends ev- 
erywhere. Merchants, bankers, city, 
county and state officials. Business- 
men and workingmen, mothers and 
grandmothers. (Co-workers from the 
Journal. And the so-called “opposi- 
tion” from The Constitution and the 
Georgian. They were all his friends. 
And they had come to pay honor to 
him at his funeral. 

Gave Life for His Country. 


The American Legion was there. 
For Fuzzy gave his life for his coun- 
try just as surely as if he had been 
shot down on the battlefields of 
France. His death Saturday was due 
to a heart ailment resulting from gas 
he received fighting overseas nearly 
12 years ago. 

Fuzzy went to his grave clad in a 
bloodstained uniform he brought back 
from France. Over there on the field 
of battle he ran across a dying French 
soldier. Fuzzy immediately took him 
in his arms and consoled him in his 
last moments, the blood of the dying 
man trickling on his uniform. Fuzzy 
never had the uniform cleaned. He 
brought it home and stored it away 
in a trunk. From time to time he

VICTIM’ RETURNS 
T0 CLEAR ACCUSED 


‘Mountain Youth Identi- 


fies Sweetheart and 
Many Citizens; Left To 
Prevent Marriage. 


BATESVILLE, Ark., Dee. 8.— 
(United News.)—Out of a line of 12 
Batesville girls, a 20-year-old Ar- 
kansas farm boy, who claims he is 
Connie Franklin, today unhesitatingly 
picked Miss Tillie Ruminer, who pre- 
viously had sworn to state authori- 
ties she saw Franklin burned to death 
by a mob which then allegedly as- 
saulted her. 

Five men are in jail facing charges 
of murder growing out of Franklin’s 
alleged mutilation and burning at the 
stake. 

The Ruminer girl stood near the 
center of the line, a hat pulled down 
over her face and a coat collar up 
over her chin, head bowed. She anid 
Franklin were engaged to be married. 

She refused to identify the youth, 
saying only, ‘““Well, if it’s him, he’s 
fleshened up.” 

The alleged Franklin hurried across 
the room, grabbed Tillie Ruminer by 
the hand, saying, “Hello, Tillie.” 
Tillie jumped backward, startled. 

When she spoke of his fleshening 
up thé youth said quickly, “Sure, I've 
fleshened up, Tillie. I've gained 10 
pounds, I been up to Boston moun- 
tain.” 

The boy, whose alleged death 
brought a governor’s order for investi- 
gation of alleged peonage in this Ar- 
kansas farm district, then mentioned 
100 incidents suppor in which 
Frankkin and Tillie Ruminert were 
concerned. The girl said she remem- 
bered every case. 

Both Sheriff Johnson and Prose- 
cutor Williamson indicated they were 
reasonably sure the youth who con- 
fronted Tillie Ruminer today was the 
Connie Franklin supposedly mur- 
dered. 

The boy explained his movements 
during the time of the alleged mur- 
der to officials.

I decided I didn’t 
want to marry her and so just slipped 
out and left the country. 

“I went down near Humphrey anid 
worked for Carl Bryant on a farm. 
I hadn’t heard anything about five 
men being charged with my murder 
until L. M. Marks came down there 
and told me about it yesterday. 

Defense attorneys said they believed 
the charges resulted from a clan war 
and the activities of a night-riding 
gang that had terrified the community 
for many years. 

“As I see it, the whole thing was 
a frame-up against the men by their 
enemies in the community,” Judge 
Coleman, of defense counsel, said. 
“There had been a great deal of ill 
feeling and clan war between the 


group te which the defendants belong-

Three Women, 


American Charge at 
Berne To Sign Proto- 
cols Today at Behest of 


Hoover. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(United 
News.)—The way will be cleared for- 
mally for United States entry into 
the world court tomorrow when Jay 
Pierrepont Moffat, American charge 
at Berne, Switzerland, will sign the 
necessary protocols on behalf of this 
country upon instructions from Presi- 
dent Hoover. 

Simultaneously with this formal#y, 
which will put the administration on 
record, Secretary of State Stimson has 
initiated a campaign for the final and 
most difficult step, adherence by the 
senate to the revised protocol draft- 
ed by Elihu Root, former secretary of 
state. 

The state department made public 
tonight a lengthy and elaborate argu- 


ment for entry into the court, which 
President Harding requested as long 
ago as February 17, 1923, in the form 
of a letter from Stimson to Presi- 
dent Hoover. It also made public 
President Hoover's reply, in which he 
instructed Stimson to authorize sig- 
nature at Berne tomorrow because 
members of the court, almost unani- 
mously, have given their approval to 
the Root protocol, which revised the 
court statutes as to advisory opinions 
in order that the United States might 
enter. 

Stimson declared the Root. revision 
entirely protects the United States 
and meets the fifth senate reservatiou 
as to advisory opinions, and also 
sought to assuage fears of anti-League 
of Nations forces who have claimed 
entry into the world court really 
means entry into the league “through 
the back door.” 

“Although the final movement 
which established the court was initi- 
ated by the League of Nations, the 
court took its existence and became 
effective not by the action of the 
league, but under a statute and proto- 
col separately signed by over 50 states. 
not all of whom are league members,” 
Stimson wrote to Hoover. 

Independent Existence. 

_ “Tt thus owes its existence to the 
independent authority of those signa- 
tory states.” 

After the protocols are signed to- 
morrow at Berne the question then is 
ready at any time for submission to 
the senate for final approval, it was 
learned by the United News. Presi- 
dent Hoover said in his annual mes- 
sage he expected to submit the re- 
vised protocol soon for senate action. 
There it will meet a fight led by 
Chairman Borah, of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, and Senator John- 
son, republican, California, ranking 
member of that committee, a ‘ight 
that is not expected to be successful. 

The senate accepted the world court 
rats nearly four years ago, on 
January 27, 1926, with five reserva- 
tions. World court members ac- 
cepted all but the fifth, which would 
have prevented the court from ren- 
dering advisory opinions involving 
the United States without the con- 
sent of the United States. Elihu 
Root went abroad last spring and 
joined a committee of jurists who

EUROPEAN SHORES 
OF ANGRY WINDS 


Gale of Hurricane Force 
Kicks Up Mountainous: 
Waves and Great Ships 
Are Helpless. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—(4)—The ter- 
rific gale which has gripped the Eng- 
lish coasts for the past several days, 
causing a loss of life and damage to 
shipping that cannot yet be estimated, 
subsided somewhat tonight. 

The air ministry, however, predicted 
that further violent storms were en 
route. The continental shores had 
also felt the force of the gales, which 
several times reached hurricane force, 
from southern Portugal to northern 
Denmark. 

The high wind and mountainous 
seas prevented relief ships in several 
instances from reaching other vessels 
which had _ reported themselves in 
great distress hours before. The to- 
tal of larger vessels which suffered 
from the storm exceeded 50. 

Comparatively little fresh damage 
was done today. Most of the ships 
out at sea when the gales began last 
Thursday night had either found their 
way to port or had been wrecked. 
Floods continued on land. The fate 
of several vessels at sea was not defi- 
nitely known tonight and it was im- 
possible to estimate the loss of life, 
but it was known to run into scores. 

The finest of ocean liners had found 
themselves almost helpless from the 
force of the gale. The American 
liner President Roosevelt, from New 
York, reached Plymouth today after 
battling the hurricane. Her officers 
said. the velocity of the wind exceeded 
1 miles an hour at times and had 
done some deck damage. George Stof-

Marines Kill Sixteen as 
Mob Attacks Station at 
Aux Cayes; More Troops

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, Dec. 8. 
(United News.)—The United States 
cruiser Galveston reached strike-torn 
Haiti today from Guantanamo, Cuba, 
and landed 40 marines at Jacmel, a 
trouble center on the southern coast. 

The marine reinforcements were the 
first of several hundred ordereé by 
President Hoover after discontent 
among the 2,000,000 negro population 
of Haiti flared into violence, 

Port Au Prince officials prepared to 
receive the main body of reinforce- 
ments—492 officers and men due to 
arrive from Hampton Roads, Va., on 
the airplane carrier Wright, some- 
time tomorrow. 

Disturbance at Jacmel. 

Meantime strictest martial law was 
kept clamped upon Haiti by Brigadier 
General John H. Russell, American 
high commissioner, who practically 
supervises the whole country under 
the Haiti-United States treaty of 1915, 

Jacmel, where the first marine re- 


inforcement landed, produced a serious 
situation Saturday when several strike 


leaders menaced dock workers with 


new pistols of German make. The 
leaders were disarmed, but other pis- 
tols were found, together with docu- 
ments that might supply the marine 
officers with information as to the 
source of the weapons, 

Officials believed the reinforce- 
ments, expected tomorrow, which 
would bring the marine detachment in 
Haiti to more than 1,100 men, would 
be sufficient to cope with the situa- 
tion and restore order. 

Marines Shoot Straight. 

The people had had a demonstra- 
tion at Aux Cayes, across the penin- 
sula to the south, that the marines 
could shoot straight. A handful of 
some 20 troops, menaced by a mob 
of 1,500 natives stoning them from 
sugar cane fields on all sides, fired 
two warning volleys into the air and 
then shot at the assailants. 

The official report said five na- 
tives were killed and 20 wounded, but 
unofficial reports received here were 
to the effect the death total might be 
16. The higher figure was reported 
by natives who took their wounded 
friends into Aux Cayes yesterday and 
today for treatment. 

According to officers, the marines 
stopped firing as soon as the mob 
stopped its threatening advance. This 
was proven, they said, by the fact 
that the ammunition belt of the lone 
machine gun was not fully used up. 

Haitians here, asked why the mob 
continued to advance on the armed 
marines, said the leaders probably 
misinterpreted the two warning vol- 
leys fired into the air as evidence the 
Americans could not shoot accu- 
rately. 

Some natives here were reported 
spreading propaganda to the effect

Attest To Need for Paving 


Lv. Atlanta. .7:25 A. M., 


The handicap under which Georgia 
is laboring because of the lack of 
all-weather roads was forcefully illus- 
trated by the experience of the auto- 
ists who traveled to Athens Satur- 
day to attend the Georgia-Tech foot- 
ball game. 

Thousands of automobiles from At- 
lanta made the trip to Athens Sat- 
urday morning in two hours’ time, 
while the return trip, after the rain, 
took from four and a half to five 
hours. Not only did the rain make 
it necessary to take almost three 
times as long to make the return 
trip, but the treacherous condition of 
the slippery road resulted in a long 
line of ditched cars all the way from 
the Clarke county line to Lawrence- 
ville. 

In addition to the many cars which 
were wrecked and stuck in ditches 
and mudholes, a number of others 
were damaged as the result of col- 
lisions resulting from skidding caused 
by the glass-like slickness of the red 
clay roads. Every car which made 
the trip was covered with mud from 
front to back. : 

Of the 70 miles from Athens to 
Atlanta approximately 40 miles have 
hard surface paving. The returning 
autoists Saturday afternoon covered 
these 40 miles, consisting of two 
stretches of pavement from Athens to 
the Clarke county line and from Law- 
renceville to Atlanta, in less than an 
hour. The unpaved stretch of 30 
miles from the Clarke county line to 
Lawrenceville took four hours. to 
traverse, 

Tractors manned by highway em- 
ployes were stationed at frequent 
points along this 30-mile stretch and 
were successful in getting many of

THE NEW WAR MINISTER. 


An anticipated act has been done 
by President Hoover in his step- 
ping-up of Patrick Jay Hurley, as- 
sistant secretary of war, to be full 
secretary in succession to the late 
Secretary Good. Secretary Hurley 
is a native and citizen of Oklahoma, 
a lawyer, a war service soldier, and 
a business man of high training and 
qualifications. Thus the war depart- 
ment at length gets a chief who is 
not ‘‘a chocolate soldier’ in that he 
is not an untrained civilian. 

Oklahoma, by this appointment, 
gets a seat in a president’s cabinet 
and the south a representative there 
for the only time since H. Clay 
Evans, of Tennessee, served as post- 
master-general. It is also a recom- 
pense to Oklahoma for having given 
its electoral vote to Hoover. Per- 
haps it also is intended to have in- 
fluence in that state in favor of the 
re-election next year of Senator 
Pine, republican. 


Aside, however, from any politi- 
cal implications of the appointment, 
it is a very fit one and brings into 
the intimate service of the execu- 
tive a man of esteemed character, 
indubitable efficiency and impecca- 
ble patriotism. Seretary Hurley is a 
man with reasoned ideas, with sin- 
cere convictions and with the frank 
courage to stand up for them. The 
fact that he is a Catholic in religion 
may be commented upon in quar- 
ters, but is subject to no legitimate 
criticism. His Catholicism did not 
impel him to support Governor 
Smith, a co-religionist, for the presi- 
dency, and-it very properly had no 
weight to cause hesitancy by Presi- 
dent Hoover to make him a mem- 
ber of his cabinet. What the presi- 
dent wants and the country wants 
from a cabinet minister is honest 
and faithful efficiency and that both 
will get in full measure from the 
new war chief.

Georges 


Clemenceau. 

“IT want to be carried out in the 
silence of dawn and taken to my Ven- 
deau forest; and there next to the 
coffin of my father, | want mine to 
be placed standing up, like this . . 
Even in death, I want to. stand up.” 
If the style is the man, that phrase 
is Georges Clemenceau. He wrote it 
last summer, after the first heart at- 
tack. Clemenceau is gone today. His- 
tory will recognize in him, perhaps, the 
greatest figure that the third republic 
has produced so far. Nothing must 
be said now of his errors, of his fero- 
cious revenge mentality, of the victim- 
ization of Caillaux and the ruthless 
slaughter of the Paris mob. All his 
life was a bitter and glorious fight. 
With Victor Hugo, with Benoist-Mal- 
on and others, he lifted the immortal 
protest of justice against Prussian 
militarism. His whole career was col- 
ored by the souvenir of the 1871 de 
feat. He alone it was who protested 
at the parliament of Bordeaux, against 
surrender to Prussia. For him the 
war begun in ’70 did not end till 
November, 1918S. The interval between 
"71 and 1914 was but an armistice. 
During the war he was the man of 
victory. A son of the French revyolu- 
tion the general staff discovered that 
he placed cival power above the mili- 
tary. Hence his quarrel with Foch. 
On November 11, 1918, it was thought 
nothing could be added to his glory. 
Beaten by those whom he had helped 
to election, he retreated. History has 
few precedents for such dignified and 
even haughty behavior. He remained 
immured in his solitude. Only once 
did he emerge. That was when he 
crossed the ocean “to remind the 
American republie of the injustice she 
was about to commit.” In this he 
acted with all the dignity of classic 
times. 


The Poilu’s 


Flowers. 


The uncompromising sceptic that 
was Georges Clemenceau, the man who 
coined the phrase: ‘‘Neither God, nor 
master!” was nevertheless the one who 
inspired France with faith at a mo- 
ment when all seemed lost. This was 
when the disaster of the Chemin des 
Dames took place in 1917 and Nivelle 
was smashed by the German crown 
prince, Entire French army corps 
were wiped out. The front reeled back- 
ward under Frederick’s sledge-hammer 
blows. A spirit of defeatism spread 
through the army and several regi- 
ments threw away their equipment 
and started to march on Paris. The 
moment was desperate. One states- 
man still living today uttered’ the 
words: “France is lost.” Clemenceau 
replied: “Je fais la guerre!” and de- 
parted for the front to talk with the 
disheartened troops. One of the men 
of an affected regiment came up to 
him and handed him a bunch of poor, 
half-wilted violets picked in “No 
Man’s Land.” The Tiger burst into 
tears. He talked with the soldiers 
and persuaded them to go back on 
the promise of victory. The flowers 
he carried to the tribune in the cham- 
ber. He told the story of the poilus 
and of their devotion. Everybody 
wept, even Cachin, the communist 
chief. Confidence returned. France 
was saved. The bouquet he kept near 
him always. He has it in his hands 
now, in that grave on the storm-swept 
coast of Vendee.

Spokesmen for the democratic-repub- 
lican independent coalition which has 
control of the tariff measure offered 
to set that bill aside tomorrow under 
an agreement that the tax resolution 
be taken up immediately and voted 
upon by Tuesday at the latest.

However, it appeared likely that the 
question of priority of the tax or the 
tariff legislation would be threshed 
out tomorrow on the floor when NSen- 
ator Smoot reports the resolution in 
the same form it was adopted by the 
house last week.

With some confusion apparent on 
the tax reduction-tariff procedure, it 
was considered possible tonight that 
President Hoover's wishes might prove 
decisive in settling the question. There 
is a possibility that Mr. Hoover may

Democratic Contention. 

“If the democrats had had their 
way the country would have been 
enjoying during the whole of last 
year the tax relief now being offered 
as a consequence of the stock market 
crash. The treasury surplus is itself 
evidence that our contention at the 
time of the last revision of the in- 
come taxes was well-founded. 

“Though we regret the delay in 
saving the country from taxes in ex- 
cess of the national need, I am confi- 
dent that the majority on our side 
of the ‘senate chamber will be ready 
to vote on the bill now to be pre- 
sented as soon as possible, even if it 
involves laying aside the tariff dis- 
cussion for a few days—much as we 
would deplore that postponement 
which is the direct consequence of 
the stubbornness of senators who, 
knowing that the coalition will re- 
model the bill in accordance with their 
views of what the country requires, 
persist in their futile opposition. 

“Our adversaries are endeavoring 
to make the country believe that we 
are bent on wrecking the whole tariff 
structure. Actually we have raised a 
number of the rates where we thought 
additional duties are required. Only 
in the case where rates are excessive 
have we lowered them, and the great 
bulk of schdules remains unchanged. 
What we are trying to do is what 
President Hoover promised in _ his 
message to the last congress; to put 
into acts what, judging from the ac- 
tions of the administration _ legisla- 
tors, were meant to be nothing more 
than. words.”

Probe Started. 

J. R. Puckett, inspector of the 
aeronautical division of the depart- 
ment of commerce, started an investi- 
gation of both accidents today and 
blamed the crash here on overloading, 
dense fog and weather conditions.

Root acted with the approval of Mr. 
Hoover, then president-elect. 

Stimson argued for the world court 
as necessary to carry forward the 
Kellogg peace pact, in which the 
United States took the lead. 

Kellogg Pact. 

Pointing to the Kellogg pact, Stim- 
son said: . 

“By this event not only has th 
need of developing judicial means in- 
stead of war to settle the inevitable 
controversies between nations be- 
come more pressing, but it has be- 
come even more important to estab- 
lish and clarify the standards and 
rules of international conduct by 
which such controversies can be pre- 
vented or minimized. 

“Never has there been a period in 
the world’s history when there was 
such an imperative need for the de- 
velopment of international law by an 
international court.” 

Stimson thus hinted that President 
Hoover's next step, once the United 
States is in the court, is to secure a 
code of international law. 

“In the great future work of trans- 
forming the civilization of this world 
from a basis of war and force to one 
of peace founded upon justice, we 
today stand at the threshold,” he said. 

“But it is already evident that in 
this work the world court is destined 
to perform a most fruitful and im- 
portant part. It is also clear that 
such an agency is more closely in line 
with the traditions and habit. of 
thought of America than any other 
nation. A 

“And finally it is now possible for 
us to assist in the support and de- 
velopment of this judicial agent with- 
out in the slightest degree jeopardiz- 
ing our traditional policy as a gov- 
ernment of not interfering or en- 
tangling ourselves in the political poli- 
cies of foreign states or of relinquish- 
ing our traditional attitude as a gov- 
ernment toward purely American 
questions with which we are con- 
cerned.” 

Dangers Removed. 


The. secretary said it seemed to 
him “that the dangers which seemed 
to inhere in the rendering of ad- 
visory opinions by the court at the 
time the question was last presented 
to this government in 1926 have now 
been entirely removed, both by the 
action of the court itself and by the 
provisions of these new protocols. 
The objections which caused _ the 
senate reservations have been met.” 

In applying the Root formula to the 
fifth reservation, Stimson divided the 
reservaion into three parts: 

1. No advisory opinion shall be 
rendered except publicly and after 
due notice. 

He explained that the court statutes 
will guarantee that procedure. 

2 No advisory opinion shall be 
made without the consent of the Unit- 
ed States in any dispute in which 
this country has an interest. 

The secretary pointed to the amend- 
ment to the court statutes which 
will compel the court to refuse to 
consider a case in which one of the 
interested parties refuses to consent 
to consideration and he said _ this 
amounted to right of veto in this cate- 
gory. 

3. No advisory opinion shall be 
made without consent of the United 
States in any matter in which the 
United States claims an interest. 

Stimson said the scope of this part 
of the reservation was extremely nar- 
row and need for its application prob- 
ably never would arise. But if it 
did arise and the United States was 
unwilling to forego objection and could 
not prove more than a claim to an 
interest in the matter at hand, this 
country could resign from the court 
without “imputation of unfriendliness 
or unwillingness to co-eperate gener- 
ally for peace and good-will.”

test of the city of Deeatur.against 
the proposed rates for natural gas fot 
the Atlanta section by the Atlanta 
Gas Company, on file in your office 
and published in the Atlanta Journal 
on November 26, 1929 

“Our grounds for 
follows: 

“A copy of the contract from thie 
Atlanta Gas Company toe the South- 
eastern Gas Company, on file in the 
office of your honorable commission 
(file No. 16866), shows that the gas 
is carried through the pipes of the 
Southeastern Gas Company from the 
wells in Monroe, La., and delivered 
at the gates of the city of Atlanta to 
the Atlanta Gas Company; that the 
cost paid by the Atlanta Gas Company 
to the Southeastern Gas Company is 
40 cents per 1,000 cubic feet for do- 
mestic purposes ; 23 1-2 cents per 1,000 
eubic feet for the first million cubic 
feet when used for industrial pur- 
poses; 22 cents per 1,000 cubic feet 
for the next million, and 19 cents per

for a period of two years. 
Protests Domestic Rate. 

“Decatur being principally a resi- 
dential city, our interest centers in 
the domestie rate, and our protest 
is against this proposed rate. 

“When gas can be sent from Louisi- 
ana and delivered to the local com- 
pany at the border of the city of At- 
lanta at a cost of 40 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet, it is inconceivable that 
this local company should attempt to 
charge

to meet all operating expenses, and 
allow a “reasonable” return on an 
investment of $11,306,928.

Higher Rate Rumored. 

“Rumors are current that a higher 
rate from that imposed upon the city 
of Atlanta proper is being contem- 
plated for Decatur and other sub- 
urban municipalities. However, in 
justice to the company, it can be said 
that this does not appear in the pro- 
posal submitted by the company. 
These rumors are so preposterous that 
it would be a reflection on the in- 
telligence of each member of your 
honorable commission to » dwell at 
length on this point. Suffice it to 
call your attention to the fact that 
all sections between Decatur and At- 
lanta are thickly settled, and there 
would not be even the slightest break 


age. Decatur and other suburban 
municipalities are granted the same 
telephone rates and the same electric 
light rates that are given the city of 
Atlanta.

TRADE COMMISSION 
ASKS MORE POWER 
INLIGHT PROBE 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 8.—(P)— 
Blocked in its investigation of elec- 
tric power and gas utilities by the 
refusal of the Electric Bond and Share 
Company to produce its books, the 
federal trade commission turned to 
congress today with a request for spe- 
cifie: delegation of its powers of .sub- 
poena ‘in investigations’ aiding  legis- 
lation. 

In its annual report the commis- 
sion recommended an amendment to 
its organic act which would give it 
equal force with the senate and house 
in compelling the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the production of records 
and files. The power would extend 
only to investigations ordered by either 
house, the commission said, and would 
“remove much of the difficulty en- 
countered in carrying on investiga- 
tions.” 

In its investigation of fraudulent 
advertising the commission said that 
it had uncovered “an enormous amount 
of questionable copy.”

While all this was going on, 20,000 
people huddled in the rain at Athens 
to see Georgia's Bulldogs double the 
score on Georgia Tech and win by a 
12-6 count. 

Tech fought hard all the way 
through, but what was left of the 
1928 juggernaut was not able to mus- 
ter enough punch to turn back the 
rolling sophomores of Coach Harry 
Mehre.

TITLES DERIDED 
BY BOB ZUPPKE 


Many Strong Teams 
Never Meet; All Com- 
parisons Inaccurate.

There is no such thing as a na- 

tional football champion, and it is 

time to quit talking about one. 


Before I enlarge upon this theme, to 
forestall the suggestions that this 
statement betrays an advanced case of 
sour grapes on my part, it may be 
pardonable to recall that the unde- 
feated Illinois eleven of 1927, Big 
Ten champions, received one of these 
so-called national titles. Being only 
human we did not refuse the crown. 


But we should have. For the idea 
of a national champion is all hokum. 
There never was and never will be a 
team which can justly be crowned 
the greatest in the land, People may 
talk about a national champion, but 
nobody really believes one exists. 


NO REAL BASIS. 


In recent years any team which 
happened to schedule a couple of in- 
tersectional games immediately be- 
came a possibility for the All-Country 
title. The strength of the intersec- 
tional foe did not matter—all that 
was necessary was to meet some teanis 
from other sections. 


Last year Georgia Tech, by defeat- 
ing California New Year’s Day, at 
Pasadena, was pronounced by some 
the national champion, but Frank 
Dickinson’s rating system said South- 
ern California was entitled to the 
palm. Then there were those who 
submitted that the University of De- 
troit and Boston college could point 
to an unblemished record. 

It is absurd, in = opinion, to 
talk about a national champion when 
there are so many strong teams which 
never meet each other. Often it is 
impossible to establish a clean-cut sec- 
tional supremacy, let along trying to 
take in the breadth of the land. 


COACHES LAUGH. 


I have never yet met a coach, who, 
even if his team was groomed as a 
national possibility, could discuss the 
pretension with.a straight face. 


Big Ten teams are seldom if ever 
mentioned in any of these discussions 
of national champions, yet the West- 
ern conference is the largest organiza- 
tion of big universities in the coun- 
try. As a Big Ten coach I may be 
regarded as somewhat biased, but cir- 
cumstances will always prevent the 
Big Ten teams from getting a fair 
break in any of these rankings. 

This is because the Western con- 
ference teams play most of their 
games among themselves, and at best 
can list no more than one im- 
portant intersectional game, on ac- 
count of their obligations to their 
fellow members and the greater inter- 
est their own traditional rivalries in- 
spire. | | 

But the greatest barrier to a con- 
sideration of Big Ten teams is the 
rule of the conference against post- 
season games. The Big Ten regula- 
tions permit only eight games, and 
the season must close the Saturday 
before Thanksgiving. Ohio State, in 
1920, was permitted to travel to the 
Pacific coast, but since then tenta- 
tive invitations have had to be de- 
clined. The coast was eager to see 
our 1923 co-champions with Red 
Grange, in a post-season contest. but 
there was no chance that permission 
could be obtained. 

CANNIBALS. 


Playing these heavy schedules with 
each other, it is bard for Big Ten 
teams to emerge undefeated. Often 
they destroy each other, you might 
say. Not a Big Ten team was un- 
defeated last season, yet it would be 
foolish to assert that the best elevens 
were not the equal of those in other 
parts of the country. 

Big Ten football does not have to 
take a back seat for any other 
brand. I say this after having seen 
important games in various sections 
annually for years. Last year I saw 
Pennsylvania-Cornell and Stanford- 
Army. “Pop” Warner's Stanford 
team undoubtedly was a fine ma- 
chine, but I am sure there were four 
or five Big Ten elevens in the same 
class. 

They do not grow them bigger or 
make them faster in one section than 
in another. Some people think the 
Pacific coast has better players, but 
I have been on its campuses and 
have seen the personnels, and I do 
not believe this. The fact that they 
do not have so many universities 
does possibly bring more high-grade 
players together in one institution. 

COUNTRY DIVISION. 


My friend John Heisman advocates 
a division of the country into four

NEW YORK, Dec. 8—(#)—The 

retreat of the baseball clans from 
Chattanooga progressed as far as New 
York today as officials, magnates, 
managers and camp followers gained 


the annual meetings of the major 
leagues here this week. Driven from 
its traditional meeting site by the 
razing of the Waldorf-Astoria, the 
National league will assemble in the 
Commodore on Tuesday and the Amer- 
ican league will gather in the same 
hostelry on Wednesday. The joint 
meeting of the two circuits will be 
held at the Biltmore on Thursday, 
IMPORTANT BUSINESS. 

Aside from the solemn ceremony of 
voting the two pennants to the Ath- 
letics and the Cubs, the two major 
circuits have two or three pieces of 
important business upon which to take 
action, including an earlier closing 
date and a stand on the question of 
broadcasting league games. Both the 
early closing and the radio will be 
taken up by each league individually, 
with final decision doubtless await- 
ing the joint meeting over which Cem- 
missioner Landis will preside. 

Although the 1929 world series had 
the good fortune to encounter three 
very fine afternoons in Philadelphia 
after a chilly opening and a frigid 
second game in Chicago, sentiment 
in the two circuits seems to lean to- 
ward a closing date on next year on 
the last Sunday in September, the 
28th. The world series then could 
be completed in the first week of Oc- 
tober, avoiding conflict with football, 
except on October 4. 

mid-April opening and a Sep- 
tember 28 closing would give the ma- 
jor leagues only about 170 playing 
dates for the accommodation of 154 
games, as opposed to 176 days avail- 
able in the 1928 schedule. With 
Sunday baseball in Boston, however, 
the makers of the charts should find 
169 or 170 days sufficient—provided 
the magnates first can reconcile them- 
selves to the loss of the twenty-fifth 
Saturday and Sunday of the longer 
arrangements. Some few scheduled 
double-headers will be necessary in 
Philadelphia in the shorter season.

Philip De Cates- 
by Ball, social giant of the major 
leagues, leads the opponents of broad- 
casting, contending that fans refused 
to pay to see the Browns play. Wil- 
liam Wrigley, Jr., glowing over the 
fine business of the Cubs at the gate, 
supports the radio enthusiastically. 

Of course, it is merely a coincidence 
that the Cubs won the pennant last 
summer as the Browns headed in a 
Straight line for nowhere at all. 

Scouts and managers of the two 
major circuits will haunt the lobbies 
and the corridors of the Commodore 
and the Biltmore for the duration of 
the meetoings. Rumors of trades will 
be rife, but it will be surprising if 
anything momentous in the way of 
transfers should take place. The big 
deals always are saved for a_ time 
when they may receive the glare of 
the spotlight alone.

HAISS “CREEPER MODEL” LOADERS 
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FORD EXPERIMENT 


DRAWS ATTENTION 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—Henry Ford 
put into effect this week his much- 
discussed increase in wages. Without 
going into details, Ford announced 
week before last, on leaving the first 
Washington business stimylating con- 
ference, that he was going to do his 
bit in helping the general business sit- 
uation and outlook by adding to the 
buying power of his employes. 

According to the Washington dis- 
patches, at that time, when Ford 
made his unexpected announcement 
there was much dropping of faces of 
other leaders leaving the conference, 
especially those of competitive auto- 
mobile manufacturers. 

Wall Street realizes that in rais- 
ing wages at this time following the 
cut in selling prices announced dur- 
ing the midst of the stock market 
panic, Ford is doing some highly in- 
teresting experimenting in economics, 
experiments that will make the going 
for his competitors, for the time be- 
ing anyway, harder. After Ford made 
a cut in his selNng prices, some of 
his strongest competitors, including 
General Motors,. advanced their sell- 
ing prices. 

Third Increase. 

This is the third increase made by 
Ford in his minimum wage since 1914. 
In January of 1914, Ford startled 
businessmen, especially in the automo- 
bile industry, by announcing that his 
lowest daily wage from then on would 
be increased from $2.34 to $5. The 
consensus of opinion at the time was 
that this move would be economically 
a failure and prove Ford’s undoing. 
Paying no attention to those, includ- 
ing many well-known economists who 
said he could not pay a minimum wage 
of $5. Ford even went further by cut- 
ting down the working day from nine 
hours to eight. This wage increase 
plus the wages of additional men made 
necessary by reducing the daily work- 
ing hours added $17,000,000 to Ford’s 
annual pay roll. 

On January 1, 1919, Ford advanced 
his minimum wage to $6. That step 
added millions to his annual bill for 
wages. ‘The increase started with the 
beginning of this week will run the 
annual wage up another $20,000,000. 

In announcing this week’s wage in- 
creases, it was stated that the com- 
pany recently gave the consuming pub- 
lic the benefit of economies from large 
production and that these same bene- 
fits were now being passed along to 
employes, adding, “Wage increases 
cannot be collected from the public 
nor can they be taken out of the qual- 
ity of the product; they have to be 
made up by better management of the 
work. That is the way we intend to 
justify this wage increase.” 

“Crazy Idealist.” 

Ford for years has been called by 
many people in and out of Wall 
Street a “crazy idealist.” Ford has 
made some mistakes. But judging 
from the net results obtained since 
the name of Ford became known in 
the automobile world, despite his so- 
ealled ‘“‘crazy economics,” he has man- 
aged to keep his feet on the ground 
and the wolf away from the door. 

When war and post-war inflation 
started in 1920, Wall Street was so 
confident that Ford was in a tight 
corner that a well-known banker in 
the financial district here went to 
Ford with a detailed financial reor- 
ganization plan, including the taking 


over of control of the Ford company. 
This banker did manage to get past 


Ford's front door. On returning to 
Wall Street, however, he admitted 


_ frankly that Ford, in handing him his 


hat, had said things that still rang 
in his ears. The outcome of Ford’s 
1920 experience was that he went 
through that trying period without 
borrowing a dollar from the banks 
here or anywhere, something some of 
his competitors could not say. 

Ford again had his back to the wall 
a few years ago when he was chang- 
ing models. What that’ experience 
cost Ford, Wall Street does not know. 
Its estimate, however, ran to several 
hundred millions of dollars. But what- 
ever it was, General Motors, Ford's 
strongest competitor, certainly made 
the most of it. 
Ford was practically out of busi-

The Business Barometer 


BY THEODORE H. PRICE : 
Editor, Commerce and Finance, New York. 


President Hoover is entitled to great 
credit for his promptitude and pres- 
cience in checking the business depres- 
sion that threatened to spread over 
the country because the stock market 
had declined. Once again he has shown 
that “there is nothing good or bad but 
thinking makes it so,” and that both 
optimism and pessimism are the re- 
sult of psychological conditions. 

Under the leadership of Mr. Hoo- 
ver the captains of American business 
and industry gathered in Washington 
and pledged themselves to the con- 
structive expenditure of many billions 
of dollars. 

Insofar as they are in power to do 
so, the governors of various states 
have pledged themselves to pursue a 
similar policy, and bills which provide 
for radical increases in the expendi- 
tures of the federal government for 
public works and improvement have 
already been introduced into congress. 

To the program as thus outlined and 
adopted, President Hoover gives ap- 
proval in his message. Therefore, pub- 
lic expenditures during the year 1930 
promise to be large, for it is not usual- 
ly difficult to get executives to spend 
money that is raised by taxation or 
the sale of new securities. 

Result Question. 

Facing these conditions, it is natur- 
al to ask what the result will be. The 
economic situation is much like the 
one created by the war except that 
no destruction of property is involved. 

That some change in the purehasing 
power of money will be brought about 
by the large expenditures that are in 
prospect seems to be almost certain, 
and it would appear to be equally cer- 
tain that the value of a gold dollar as 
measured by merchandise, will be re- 
duced during the next 12 months. Put 
in ordinary language, this means that 
the price of staple commodities will 
rise, even though the market for stocks 
and bonds may remain stationary. 

The experience of the past justifies 
this prediction, and recent occurrences 
have shown that precedents are not to 
be spurned even though they may be 
ancient. 

Assuming that this brief prognosis 
of the situation is correct, it is in or- 
der to ask what will be the effect upon 
business. To this question the logical 
answer seems to be higher-priced com- 
modities, for commodities always ad- 
vance when the value of money de- 
clines, Just now the probability of 
such a change in the fundamental re- 
lationship between money and mer- 
chandise seems to be imminent. 

Commodity Speculation. 

Many of the commodity exchanges 
recently organized open the door to 
speculative operations in various sta- 
ples with which the American public 
is likely to get better acquainted if 
conditions warrant. 

This possibility would seem to jus- 
tify an increased interest on the part 
of the intelligent speculator who is 
trained to study the law of supply and 
demand. 

On these commodity exchanges, of 
which there are 21 in the United 
States and Canada, the following ar- 
ticles are dealt in for cash or for fu- 
ture delivery: 

Barley, burlap, butter and eggs, co- 
coa, coffee, copper, corn, cotton, cot- 
tonseed, cottonseed meal, cottonseed 
oil, flaxseed, hides and skins, lard, 
millfeeds, oats, ribs, rice, rubber, rye, 
silk, sugar, sugar bags, tin, wheat. 

The world’s annual production of 
the articles enumerated is worth over 
$25,000,000,000, and if a decrease 
in the purchasing power of money is 
imminent the immediate effect will 
be the development of an active spec- 
ulation on all or most of the future 
markets of this country. 

Therefore it is advised that these 


which point to the advance in mer- 
chandise prices should be promptly 


heeded. 
Outlook Good. 

Meanwhile it may be said that the 
American ship of business is again 
on an even keel. Those who lost heav- 
ily in the recent decline in the stock 
market are still pessimistic, but most 
of our population has recovered its 
normal optimism, and while the ex- 
penditure for luxuries this Christmas 
won't be as large as it was a year 
ago, the retailers do not seem to be 
seriously disturbed over the outlook. 
The chain stores and most department 
stores as well sold more goods in No- 
vember than in the same month a 
year ago, and where decreases oc- 
curred they are frequently ascribed to 
unseasonably warm weather. 

It is estimated that from ten to 
twenty million people were specula- 
tively interested in the stock boom, 
but of these at least one-half would 
normally be stockholders, and if the 
stock market had not taken the money 
that the other half lost they would 
probably have spent it in some other 
way. The important thing to remem- 
ber is that there has been no real 
loss or destruction of property, an 
that the wealth of America is just as 
great as ever. 

The jobbing trade, which is always 
dull during Deember, shows a slight 
improvement, and the demand for cot- 
ton goods is remarkably active when 
all the conditions are taken into con- 
sideration. It may foreshadow the de- 
cline in the value of money to which 
reference bas already been made, 

The stock market, though compara- 
tively quiet, has been quite firm, and 
with call money at 4 1-2 per cent, 
normal conditions are to be expected 
hereafter. Meanwhile the lower money 
rates are reviving interest in bonds, 
and though a gradual further liquida- 
tion of loans on securities is to be 
expected, new issues are again being 
flonted confidently. 

Basic Strength. 

The commodity markets have been 
quiescent, but they have all shown 
an undercurrent of strength. Silk is 
a little better. Coffee is low, but its 
chernress will be somewhat doubtful 
until it is proven that the large Bra- 
zilian stocks can be disposed of with- 
out a further depression in the mar- 
ket. Sugar annears to be very near 
the irreducible minimum, though the 
statistical rocition is obviously weak. 
The same thing may be said of rub- 
ber. Steel and copper are steady, al- 
though a slight reduction in the de- 
mand is reported by the trade authori- 
ties. 

The grain markets seem to be rea- 
sonable when their post-war record is 
considered, and although wheat is not 
cheap at $1.35, it cannot be called 
dear. The demand for flour is said 
to be poor, but the vacuum in stocks 
must be filled sooner or later. 

As a result of the decline in the 
money market an increase in the new

COTTON CLOTH MARKET 
IS ON FIRM BASIS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Following 
the active trading ig print cloths when 
new low prices were fi named last 
week, the market has quieted down this 
week with some falling off in our 
sales. They remain on a better basis 
than for the early weeks of Novem- 
ber, however. We are glad to report 
that bids of one-eighth of a cent less 
than last week’s prices for print 
cloths, even though made for -large 
quantities of spot goods have met with 
no success. Current prices are un- 
warrantably low and have only been 
brought about by the failure of an 
attempt to hold at an artificial level 
without recognition of the unfavor- 
able influences which outside happen- 
ings were bringing to bear. 

It convinces us once more that the 
principles of good merchandising re- 
quire constant attention to the influ- 
ences of outside matters, as well as 
to those within the trade. We hope 
it has also brought home, more than 
ever, the wisdom of beginning indi- 
vidual curtailment as soon as orders 
begin to fall off and goods begin to 
accumulate. During the wartimes it 
may have proved profitable, occasion- 
ally, to accumulate goods, but it cer- 
tainly has not since 1920, and all 
recent tendencies in the way of mer- 
chandising are certainly against the 
accumulation of more than necessary 
stocks. To imagine that this theory 
is sound and businesslike in all other 
lines but cotton goods and that cot- 
ton mills are an exception has no 
foundation. 

The textile industry has been slow- 
er than almost any other in recog- 
nizing this principle, but is scarcely 
likely to forget it hereafter. Nothing 
depresses the market like accumulated 
stocks and nothing exhilarates the 
market like scarcity of goods. At 
present we are at the turn of the 
road. The forces making for depres- 
sion have had full play and are ex- 
hausting their influences; the forces 
making for progress are making their 
appearance. 

Prices of cotton goods are low and 
retail trade, at least, as shown by re- 
ports from the mail order and chain 
stores, has not suffered. Sooner or 
later this depression in textiles is 
Bound to be followed by more than 
moderate activity. At present, as Ye 
remarked last week, cotton goods are 
on the bargain counter. That many 
think so is evidenced by the fact that 
there have been a number of bids in 
the market during the week for print 
cloths for delivery during the second 
quarter of next year at current 
prices. As a rule, the mills feel that 
this is no time to accept business far 
ahead at unremunerative prices. 

We expect to see the present cur- 
tailment carried into next year and 
that by January its influences will 
play a large part in bringing back 
the improvement that we so confi- 
dently expect early in the coming 


year.

MORE MEN NEEDED 
TO BRING NAVY UP 
TO PEACE STRENGTH 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(@)— 
Pointing to the increasing needs of 
naval aviation for officers and men, 
Rear Admiral R. H. Leigh, chief of 
the navy bureau of navigation, in his 
annual report today warned that the 
policy of supplying aviation at the 
expense of the rest of the service must 
be abandoned if the efficiency of the 
navy as a whole is to be maintained. 

Admiral Leigh’s report said that the 

fleet at present is badly undermanned, 
being about 8,000 men short of re- 
quirement for proper peacetime opera- 
tion. To maintain a “nucleus 
crew” system for the purpose of 
expanding the fleet in case of emer- 
gency would require about 3,000 more 
enlisted men, he said. 
_ Only the special service squadron 
in Latin American waters, the Asiatic 
squadron and the first line submarines 
now carry a 100 per cent complement, 
the admiral reported. Destroyers 
have 85.5 per cent of their full crews, 
the aircraft carriers 87.5, the first 
line cruisers 92.6 and the 16 battle 
ships in commission 91.9 per cent.

COTTON TRADERS 
AWAIT ESTIMATES 


BY GEORGE W. FOOSHE. 

NEW YORK, Dec, 8.—The cotton 
market during the week just ended 
was largely given over to evening-up 
of commitments in preparation for the 
final government estimate to be re- 
leased Monday at 11 o'clock and fluc- 
tuations were within a comparatively 
narrow range. Speculation was on a 
comparatively small scale and was 
aligned mostly with the selling side, 
partly in the way of liquidation of 
outstanding long commitments and 
partly in the way of operations for 
the decline. Buying and selling, how- 
ever, were in about even balance, as 
indicated by the fact that prices 
showed practically no net change at 
the end of this period. — 

Iledge selling showed some increase 
during the week. This was the result, 
largely, of slow spinner demand for 
cotton in the south. Merchants, in a 
number of instances, bought spots be- 
cause believing in a higher basis and 
they sold futures as a hedge. On the 
other hand, there was moderate in- 
crease in price-fixation on the part of 
spinners. It anything, trade buying 
was in somewhat greater volume than 
hedge selling, with the result that the 
technical structure of the market was 
materially strengthened. 


Spot Business. 


In the spot division, business 
showed considerable increase compared 
with the recent average and it was 
likewise substantially in excess of the 
corresponding period both last year 
and the year before. Moreover, basis 
continued to advance. The rise in this 
item was about 10 points, as indicated 
by an advance of that amount in of- 
ficial spot quotations epvering mid- 
dling 7-8 inch whereas January, New 
York, the principal basing month, 
was practically unehanged. This is 
ubout the tenth week in succession 
that basis has either held its own 
or advanced and this is now the high- 
est it has been at any time this season. 
Still. owing to the low-grade character 
of the late-gathered cotton and th» 
increasing scarcity of the better 
grades, strict middling and higher, 
prominent merchants as well as some 
other interests in the trade are look- 
ing for basis to advance still further. 
Owners of cotton south are holding 
the better grades firmly. This applies 
to all lengths of staple. They are 
offering freely of late-pickings but 
there is-no pressure to sell even the 
latter. Broadly speaking, the spot sit- 
uation is one of increasing strength 
and spinners are strictly on the de- 
fensive. 


Textiles Improve. 

The textile situation has undergone 
some improvement during the past 
few days. Demand for print cloths 
has shown some further broadening 
and inquiry has expanded for other 
constructions. Volume of business 
has undergone no appreciable change 
but sellers, whether manufacturers or 
their agents. have presented a firmer 
front and have persistently refused to 
entertain bids at concessions. Re- 
ports reaching New York through re- 
liable sources indicate that November 
sules of cotton goods through depart- 
ment stores were larger than for the 
corresponding month a year ago.
